Four Boys And Shooting 2 Dogs 


DALLAS, Tex. (UH)—It was a 
pretty d a y . . . the kind made for 
a boy and his dog. 
So fair young chums, with their 
registered beagles on leashes, de 
cided to see if they could scare 
some rabbits out of the fields 
dose to their homes in suburban 
Mesquite. 


What happened to these four 
young boys Thursday angered vet­ 
eran law enforcement officers. 
“ I’ve seen some beatings in my 
day—a lot of beaten people . . . 
but this was the toughest one,” 
said Deputy Sheriff Joe Pierce. 


“ It was one of the worst things 
I’ve ever seen,’' said Sheriff Bill 


Two men. both in their 80s, beat 
the boyg with bullwhips. Two of 
the dogs were shot and killed. A 
third dog hasn’t been found, and 
Decker said rf may have crawled 
off to die. 


The four boys—Lewis and Rich­ 
ard Singleton, IO and 0, and two 
other brothers, Daniel and Wil­ 
liam Allen, 13 and 7—had seen 
some new born kittens in a bam 
the day before. 


They decided to see if the Idt- 
tens had their eyes open. Care­ 
fully. they tax! the dogs outside 
the bams so the kittens wouldn't 
be frightened 


"Then these men came in—each 


gan bealing th«* boys,” Pierce 
said. “One of the boys had 
broken arm in a cast and was 
beaten on that same arm. 
"They had welts over their en­ 
tire bodies ,, . some of them 
raw." 
Sheriff Decker said the men had 
been drinking. They refused to 
say what prompted the attack. He 
jailed them and said he would file
